For tho fiscal year cl-ising June r.O 
ihe total amount received aad credit- 
ed to this fund amounted to o ily 
789.90, being a decided 
rcas'. from 
that of the yeai 1906, when it was $7,- 
343,49. 
In 1905 it was 
a 


year in which consciencc got in its 
work in good shape, but which was 
not the largest received in any o:.o fis- 
cal year, since the account was upenod 
in 1811. 
The toul amount of rh.s 
fund now goes considerably ovor $550,- 
000, every cent coming from those who 
wished to make atonement for sins 
committed in the way 
of 
pilfering 
from the government. 


It may be that the soiouvn of some 
of the sinners at the Mouudsville pen- 
itentiary and the narrow escape 
of 
others from 
tbdt 
institution 
have 
something to do with the decrease of 
the fund. 
The close watch kept on 
governmont 
employes 
has 
unques- 
tionably had much to do with the fall- 
ing off of the fund, for there is not 
now the opportunities to pilfer from 
Uncle Sam as in the days a-gone. 
when laxer methods prevailed through- 
out the entire government. 
It is true 
that once in a great while a large 
amount is restored. 
For some time 
after the war, when all sorts of steal- 
ings were rife in all parts of the coun- 
try, consciences o f t h o criminals seem 
to have reached a very respectable 
proportion and penitence found vent 
In a regular cornucopia of regrets ex- 
pressed in cash or its equivalent. 


"The decline of the fuHd," said one 
of the Treasury officials, "Is not due 
to the fact that the world Is growing 
better, but that people have not Uie 
conscience they once had. 
That the 
world is growing worse there can be 
no doubt, and that little monitor call- 
ed conscience is not overtaxed. There 
is just as much small pilferings in 
the government as there ever was. 
We seldom hear of those, but occa- 
sionally one of the 'plungers' is caught 
up with and made to pay the penalty. 
Not all the 'plungers' are caught, eith- 
er. by a lon^ jump. 
In a word, you 
may say that conscience Is simply not 
doing its work; 
it is held In check." 


The history of the fund is not with- 
out interest and entertainment. 
The 
account was opened in Septmber. 1811, 
with a contribution of less than ?1, 
which was forwarded to the Treasury 
by a conscience-stricken resident 
of 
New York, who stated that ho had 
taken the amount from the govern- 
ment and wanted to make restitution. 
O^iCicils of the department state that 
It was not known at that time what o 
do Ts'ith the money, and a simple mem- 
orandum was made and the slip of 
paji^r filed in one of •the 
drawers, 
where it remained 
undisturbed 
for 
many years. 
It appeared that there 
would never be another contribution 
of this character, and, In fact, it was 
not until 1S61, soon after the breaking 
out of the Civil War, when a bundle 
was received 
containing 
$6,000 
in 
bonds, accompanied 
by a 
statement 
that the restitution which had long 
been due the government was prompt- 
ed by conscience. 
This gave the ac- 
count its name, "Conscience Fund." It 
has since remained 
open, 
and 
all 
amounts returned to the Treasury in 
consequence of the prickings of the 
inward monitor (which in too many in- 
stances seems to be ironcladj 
have 
been credited to it, covered into the 
general treasury as a miscellaneous 
receipt, and may be used like other 
assets of the Treasury for any pur- 
pose that Congress may deem proper. 


Letters with inclosures intended for 
the conscience fund are usually ad 
dressed to the treasurer, but they go 
to tho public moneys division, which 
makes note of the amounts and depos- 
its them with the treasurer of the 
United States. 
The sums 
received 
are almost always in cash, stamps, 
with now and then a draft. 
They are 
never accompanied by the names of 
the senders, except once in a while in 
the cases of persons who have made 
mistakes as to payments of customs 
duties. 
The written 
communications 
relating to them are very brief as a 
rule. 
If otherwise, they contain elab- 
orate apologies and appeals. 
Occa- 
sionally letters are signed by clergy- 
men at the request of penitents. 
Re- 
mittances are received almost weekly 
—occasiona-lly tho receipts are two or 


carry 
can feel 


a realization of the proverb, 'Be vir-

can feel an assurance that in years yet 
to come it can be said of my children 
(yet to come), 'they were of poor but 
honest parents.*

conscience-stricken 
department 
clerk wrote: 


"A clear consclcnce 
softens 
the 
hardest bed, and as I am a poor gov- 
ernment clerk my bed is very hard 
and needs softening, so I herewith re- 
turn Ç1 which was overpaid me last 
payday, and. besides, I have loafed a 
good deal lately." 


Here's a letter which has the true 
ring; 


"Inclosed is a check for $190. 
I 
will briefly explain. 
1 have been in 
the United States service and a part of 
the time with rank which entitled me 
to two servants. 
I drew pay for two, 
but actually had bbt one. 
It was the 
common practice of officers to do this, 
and the paymasters were well aware 
of It. 
I entered the army poor and. 
sick—too poor, In fact, to get along 
well without a clear conscience." 


One of the largest contributions ever 
received was .$12,000, and it was ac- 
companied by this letter: 


I am sending you herewith inclosed 
$12.0U0 which is to go to the use of 
the United States government. 
Years 
ago I defrauded the government of 
money, but nov/ I have returned it all 
and am paying fourfold in accordance 
with the teachings of the Scriptures. 
The v/ay of the transgressor is hard,, 
and no one but God knows how I have- 
suffered." 


There are many such letters 
as; 
these, but In a large number of in- 
stances the contributions are 
made 
without any 
explanations 
whatever. 
On several occasions it has happened' 
that people have cut bills in two, send- 
ing one-half to the Secretary of the- 
Treasury, and the other half to 
the 
treasurer, for 
the 
sake 
of 
safety. 
There are persons who do not enter- 
tain absolute faith in the integrity ot 
government 
officials. One man 
for- 
warded $10 to the conscience fund^ 
saying: 
"Pay this money where 
it 
belongs and keep yonr record clear." 
An envo'lope postmarkf-:r Bealeton, Va.^ 
contained six two-cont stamps and a 
sheet of paper upon which was writ- 
ten, "I misused six stamps and»" am 
now returning them." 
A remittance 
of $3.40 was received from a man who 
wrote that he felt sorry for having 
beaten his passage on a government 
train during the war. 


It is a melancholy thing to be oblig- 
ed to say that the swindles against 
the government which bear such fruit 
of repentance 
seem to be a 
sadly 
small percentage of the multifarious 
chats that are practiced 
undetected 
and apparently unrogretted by tho.se 
who perpetrate them. 
A fraud on 
the government of a comparatively in- 
nocent sort is often practiced in tho 
army. 
A 
quartermaster 
finds 
his 
stores short by 100 tent pins, five an- 
vils, and fourteen 
sledge 
hammers. 
Very likely it is not his fault; such 
things will happen. 
Presently a sol- 
dier 
deserts 
and disappears. 
Inci- 
dentally to the report of 
desertion 
sent to Washington, mention is mado 
of luO tent pins, five anvils and four- 
teen sledge hammers as having dis- 
appeared with tho delinquont, 
Tho 
latter is supposed to be walking across 
the country with these articles thrown 
termaster, who would otherwise 
be 
over his back. 
This squares the quar- 
obliged to pay for the missing arti- 
cles. 


Voyagers returning from across the 
seas fetch gems concealed in cakes of 
soap, in the hollowed heels of boots^ 
beneath porous plasters, in cartridges 
from which the bullets have been re- 
moved and the powder taken out, and 
in various and sundry other ways.

year in which conscienco got in its 
work in good shape, but which was 
not the largest received in any o:.o fis­ 
cal year, since the account was opened 
in 1811. 
The to^il amouut of rh.s 
fund now goes considerably over $550,- 
000, every cent coming from those who 
wished to make atonement for sins 
committed in the way 
of 
pilfering 
from the government.

pressed in cash or its equivalent. 


“The decline of the ftmd,” said one 
of the Treasury officials, “is not due 
to the fact that the world is growing 
better, but that people have not the 
conscience they once had. 
That the 
world is growing worse there can be 
no doubt, and that little monitor call­ 
ed conscience is not overtaxed. There 
is just as much small pilferings in 
the government as there ever was. 
We seldom hear of those, but occa­ 
sionally one of the ‘plungers’ is caught 
up with and made to pay the penalty. 
Not all the ‘plungers* are caught, eith­ 
er, by a lon^ jump. 
In a word, you 
may s a y that conscience is simply not 
doing its work; 
it is held in check.” 
The history of the fund is not with­ 
out interest and entertainment. 
The 
account was opened in Septmber, 1811, 
with a contribution of less than $1, 
which was forwarded to the Treasury 
by a conscience-stricken resident 
of 
New York, who stated that he had 
taken the amount from the govern­ 
ment and wanted to make restitution. 
Officials of the department state that 
it was not known at that time what o 
do with the money, and a simple mem­ 
orandum wfas made and the slip of 
paper filed in one of •the drawers, 
where it remained 
undisturbed 
for 
many years. 
It appeared that there 
would never be another contribution 
of this character, and, in fact, it was 
not until 1861, soon after the breaking 
out of the Civil War, when a bundle 
was received 
containing 
$6,000 
in 
bonds, accompanied 
by a 
statement 
that the restitution which had long 
been due the government was prompt­ 
ed by conscience. 
This gave the ac­ 
count its name, “Conscience Fund.” It 
has since remained 
open, 
and 
all 
amounts returned to the Treasury in 
consequence of the prickings of the 
inward monitor (which in too many in­ 
stances seems to be ironclad) have 
been credited to it, covered into the 
general treasury as a miscellaneous 
receipt, and may be used like other 
assets of the Treasury for any pur­ 
pose that Congress may deem proper. 


Letters with inclosures intended for 
the conscience fund are usually ad 
dressed to the treasurer, but they go 
to tho public moneys division, which 
makes note of the amounts and depos­ 
its them with the treasurer of the 
United States. 
The sums 
received 
are almost always in cash, stamps, 
with now and then a draft. 
They are 
never accompanied by the names of 
the senders, except once in a while in 
the cases of persons who have made 
mistakes as to payments of customs 
duties. 
The written communications 
relating to them are very brief as a 
rule. 
If otherwise, they contain elab­ 
orate apologies and appeals. 
Occa­ 
sionally letters are signed by clergy­ 
men at the request of penitents. 
Re­ 
mittances are received almost weekly 
—occasionaily tho receipts are two or 
three a week. 


In forwarding money for the con­ 
science fund the senders frequently re­ 
quest that acknowledgment shall be 
made by publication in tho newspa­ 
pers, anc) this is nearly always done, 
for the local newspaper men are gfen- 
erally in evidence to gather in such 
itpms, 
A great many of the letters 
accompanying 
the 
remittances 
are 
preserved, and the lifting of the red 
tape of the department gives some in­ 
teresting reading. 
Many of these let­ 
ters on file are from 
jocose 
corre­ 
spondents, who have not scrupled 
to 
make light of so serious a m atter as 
to address 
the treasurer 
pretended 
concience letters, whose humor is far 
jn excess of the money inclosed. 
One 
of these »letters reads: 


“Inclosed please find 75 cents, coin 
of the realm, won from a United States 
paymaster at draw poker, and which 1 
am convinced rightfully belongs to 
Uncle Samuel. 
I have carried it for 
nearly six months, and dare not trust 
myself with it any longer. 
My con­ 
science calls for relief—my harassed 


carry 
can feel 


a realization of the proverb, *Be vir­ 
tuous and you will be happy.* 
Now 1 
can feel an assurance that in years yet 
to come it can be said of my children 
(yet to come), ‘they were of poor but 
honest parents.’ 
Please acknowledge 
through local press, and request them 
to put in double-leaded brevier, edi­ 
torial page.” 


A 
conscience-stricken 
department 
clerk wrote: 


“A clear conscience 
softens 
the 
hardest bed, and as I am a poor gov­ 
ernment clerk my bed is very hard 
and needs softening, so I herewith re­ 
turn ?1 which was overpaid me last 
payday, and, besides, I have loafed a 
good deal lately.” 


H ere’s a letter which has the true 
ring: 


“Inclosed is a check for $190. 
I 
will briefly explain. 
I have been in 
the United States service and a part of 
the time with rank which entitled me 
to two servants. 
I drew pay for two, 
but actually had bht one. 
it was the 
common practice of officers to do this, 
and the paymasters were well aw are 
of it. 
I entered the army poor and. 
sick—too poor, in fact, to get along 
well without a clear conscience.” 


One of the largest contributions ever* 
received was $12,000, and it was ac­ 
companied by this letter: 


“I am sending you herewith inclosed 
$12,000 which is to go to the use of 
the United States government. 
Years 
ago I defrauded the government of 
money, but now I have returned it all 
and am paying fourfold in accordance 
with the teachings of the Scriptures. 
The way of the transgressor is hard,, 
and no one but God knows how I have- 
suffered.” 


There are many such letters as; 
these, but in a large number of in­ 
stances the contributions are made 
without any 
explanations 
whatever. 
On several occasions it has happened’ 
that people have cut bills in two, send­ 
ing one-half to the Secretary of the- 
Treasury, and the other half to 
the 
treasurer, for 
the 
sake 
of 
safety. 
There are persons who do not enter­ 
tain absolute faith in the integrity of' 
government officials. 
One man for­ 
warded $10 to the conscience fund, 
saying: 
“Pay this money where 
it 
belongs and keep your record clear.” 
An envelope postniarker Bealeton, Va.,. 
contained six two-cent stamps and a 
sheet of paper upon which was writ­ 
ten, “I misused six stamps andr am 
now returning them.” 
A remittance 
of $3.40 was received from a man who« 
wrote that he felt sorry for having 
beaten his passage on a government 
train during the war. 


It is a melancholy thing to be oblig­ 
ed to say that the swindles against 
the government which bear such fruit 
of repentance seem to be a sadly 
small percentage of the multifarious 
chats that are practiced undetected 
and apparently unregretted by those 
who perpetrate them. 
A fraud on 
the government of a comparatively in­ 
nocent sort is often practiced in the 
army. 
A 
quartermaster 
finds 
his 
stores short by 100 tent pins, five an­ 
vils, and fourteen 
sledge 
hammers. 
Very likely it is not his fault; such 
things will happen. 
Presently a sol­ 
dier 
deserts 
and disappears. 
Inci­ 
dentally to the report of desertion 
sent to Washington, mention is made 
of 100 tent pins, five anvils and four­ 
teen sledge hammers as having dis* 
appeared with the delinquent. 
Tho 
latter is supposed to be walking across 
the country with these articles thrown 
termaster, who would otherwise be 
over his back.

It Falls from Ihe Sky and Sloshes Up 


From the Sea. 


The world's gold supply Ig abaohite- 
ly inexhaustible, no matter what de- 
mands are made ui>ou it. says a writ- 
er in ''Moody^s Matrazine/' ' Hitherto 
the attntion of miners has been en- 
tirely directed to comparatively rich, 
easily worked dei>osits. 
But it has to 
bo remembered that gold in small quan 
tities occurs in enormous 
masses of 
rook throughout the world. 


Almost all volcAUic rocks and the 
formations derived from them, such 
as granite, serpentine and 
rhyolite. 
contain appreciable quantities of gold, 
and vast deposits of sedimentary rocks 
derived from such volcunic formations 
contain gold in concentrated 
fonu, 
and are today in some localities profit- 
ably worked. 


Profit is and always has been the in- 
centive to gold production. 
Should 
there ever be nood for working ths 
volcanic and sedimentary rocks that 
are auriferous the means of profitably 
working them will be found. 


Experiments have shown that gold 
is rosularly falling to the earth, in as- 
sociation with cosmic dust, and day 
and night settles all over the land and 
sea. 
Some of this gold, when concen- 
trated by wind or water, or dissolved 
by acid surface waters ond redcprKi- 
in a more concentrated form, is recov- 
erable. 


The waters of the spa. also, are au- 
riferous, and there can b^ little doubt 
that, if ever in the retr.o e future there 
should be an e crr^or^inory df^mand 
for gold, means cx)uld be found for 
profitably reducing the gold in tho 
sea water. 


The area of tho sea bed is 
much 
larger tlian that of the land. Its com- 
position is similar in every respect with 
that of the land. 
It is composed of 
mountains, plains 
and 
plateaus; 
of 
igneous, motamorphic and sedimentary 
rooks which contain great areas of 
gold bearing and other mineral veins. 


Only in a few instances, however, 
where the submarine gold fields are 
close to the land will it be possible to 
work them as the submarine coal fields 
are now worked. 
But those oceanic 
gold fields on which the veins out crop 
at the surface are subject to constant 
attrition by the waves. 
This causes 
the shedding of gold, which is con- 
centrated by the 
sea 
and 
washed 
ashore. 


Gold deposits thus formed exist in 
many countries, and they are remark- 
able in that they are renewed or en- 
riched by almost^every 
storm 
that 
passes over 
them. 
These 
deposits 
are known by various names, but the 
term auriferous beach sand sufilcient- i 
describes them. 
Thoy occur 
in 
the I 
Pacific beaches, from alaska 
to Ter- 
ra del 
Fuego, and 
throughout 
the 
coasts of Australia and New Zealand, 
where they have long been worked 
with profitable results. 


The gold output from the gold bear- 
ing beaches at Nome, Alaska, 
this 
year is expected to reach $i.000,000 
The coast between Cape Nome 
and 
Point Rodney for a distance of more 
than 20 miles is being worked for gold 
by hundreds of men. 


The beach is in places auriferous for 
a width of 2000 feet inland from the 
tide level and sometimes to a depth 
of 50 feet. From the western base of 
Cape Nome there is a series of gravel- 
ly sea beaches extending inland sever- 
al miles, which contain gold and are 
in places being worked today. 
These 
marine deposits yielded gold to the 
value of ?2,200,000 in 1903, |2.1S5,000 
in 1904 and $2,850.000 in 1<»05.

WORLD FULL OF QOLD« 


It Falls from the Sky and Sloshes Up 


From the Sea. 


The world’s gold supply is absolute­ 
ly inexhaustible, no matter what de­ 
mands are made upon it, says a writ­ 
er in “Moody’s Magazine«*1 
Hitherto 
the attntion of miners has been en­ 
tirely directed to comparatively rich, 
easily worked deposits. 
But it has to 
be remembered that gold In small quan 
titles occurs in enormous masses of 
rook throughout the world. 


Almost all volcanic rocks and the 
formations derived from them, such 
as granite, serpentine and 
rhyolite. 
contain appreciable quantities of gold, 
and vast deposits of sedimentary rocks 
derived from such volcanic formations 
contain gold in concentrated form, 
and are today in some localities profit­ 
ably worked. 


Profit is and always has been the in­ 
centive to gold production. 
Should 
there ever be need for working the 
volcanic and sedimentary rocks that 
are -auriferous the means of profitably 
working them will be found. 


Experiments have shown that gold 
is regularly falling to the earth, in as­ 
sociation with cosmic dust, and day 
and night settles all over the land and 
sea. 
Some of this gold, when concen­ 
trated by wind or water, or dissolved 
by acid surface waters and redcprsi '<1 
in a more concentrated form, is recov­ 
erable. 


The waters of the sra, also, are au­ 
riferous, and there can b* little donbt 
that, if ever in the retr.u e future there 
should be an e r.ruorlinory demand 
for gold, means could be found for 
profitably reducing the gold in the 
sea. water. 


The area of the sea bed is 
much 
larger than that of the land. Its com­ 
position is similar in every respect with 
that of the land. 
It is composed of 
mountains, plains and 
plateaus; 
of 
igneous, metamorphic and sedimentary 
rocks which contain great areas of 
gold bearing and other mineral veins. 


Only in a few instances, however, 
where the submarine gold fields are 
close to the land will it be possible to 
work them as the submarine coal fields 
are now worked. 
But those oceanic 
gold fields on which the veins out crop 
at the surface are subject to constant 
attrition by the waves. 
This onuses 
the shedding of gold, which is con­ 
centrated by the 
sea 
and 
washed 
ashore. 


Gold deposits thus formed exist in 
many countries, and they are remark­ 
able in that they are renewed or en­ 
riched by almost g every 
storm 
that 
passes over 
them. 
These 
deposits 
are known by various names, but the 
term auriferous beach sand sufllcient- 
describes them. 
They occur in 
the 
Pacific beaches, from alaska to Ter­ 
ra del Fuego, and 
throughout 
the 
coasts of Australia and New Zealand, 
where they have long been worked 
with i>rofitable results. 


The gold output from the gold bear­ 
ing beaches at Nome, Alaska, 
this 
year is expected to reach $4,000,000 
The coast between Cape Nome 
and 
Point Rodney for a distance of more 
than 20 miles is being worked for gold 
by hundreds of men. 


The beach is in places auriferous for 
a width of 2000 feet inland from the 
tide level and sometimes to a depth 
of 50 feet. 
From the western base of 
Cape Nome there is a series of gravel­ 
ly sea beaches extending inland sever­ 
al miles, which contain gold and are 
in places being worked today. 
These 
marine deposits yielded gold to the 
value of $2,200,000 in 1903, *2,185,000 
in 1904 and $2,850,000 in 1^05. 


The earth has also immense depos­ 
its of auriferous 
sands 
and 
clays. 
These are chiefly in the arid regions. 
In many countries they are profitably 
worked by dry blowing processes. 


But experiments in Australia have 
shown that much of the gold can be 
extracted in these cases by a special 
adaptation of gold dredging known as 
the paddocking process. 
These de­ 
posits are formed by the erosion of 
auriferous rock formations and the 
concentration of the gold by the ac­ 
tion of wind and rain.

In the list will be the site of the old 
mansion Montpelier, 
famed 
as

that palatial structure stood will be 
placed a huge bowlder, marked pre­ 
sumably with a bronze tablet telling 
to the public whero Washington’s war 
secretary once resided. 
The bowlder 
was dislodged from the town farm at 
St. George and weighs twelve tons. 
The task of conveying it to Thomas- 
Jon was begun last week, 
when

memorial will be erected by Henry 
Knox 
Chapter, 
Daughters 
of

American Revolution, of Thomaston, 
and the coat has been estimated as 
high as $250.

Engraving on diamonds has been 
greatly developed within recent years.

Modern theories deal with various 
kinds of corpuscles, but none seem to 
be more unfamiliar than those of odors, 
with which we have been always sur­ 
rounded.

The Rhone near Bellegarde disap­ 
pears for a considerable distance in a 
subterranean gulf. The engineers pro­ 
pose to change tills interesting geo­ 
logical feature by damming the river 
and turning the water into two paral­ 
lel tunnels, which will lead the stream 
two miles and a half to two power 
generating stations. 
Here a fall of

days in the year. 


The oxy-acetylene blow-pipe, in re­ 
cent: tests, has yielded temperatures 
as high as 7000 degrees P., while the 
oxy-bydrogen flame gives 
only 3600 
to 4500 degrees. 
A cubic meter of 
acetylene was found to develop about 
iifty-sevcn thousand British thermal 
units against about twelve thousand 
for a like quantity of hydrogen. 
In 
Europe the oxy-acetylene blow-pipe is 
employed on a large »scale in welding, 
and proves very satisfactory. 


The automatic production of wire 
fencing in continuous rolls is a late 
development in electric welding. 
Gal­ 
vanized* w ires‘are fed from reels ar­ 
ranged vertically and parallel to each 
other, and from another reel placed 
transversely 
to 
these 
are cut off 
lengths of wire, which are fed horizon­ 
tally across the vertical wires. At the 
points of intersection of the horizontal 
and vertical wires, wrelds are made by 
means of small transformers. 
The 
welded section is then moved forward 
a regulated distance, and the operation 
is repeated. 


To Make ft Canary Sinr* 


Generally any kind of soft, sibilant 
noise will tempt a bird to sing. A ca­ 
nary hung in a kitchen will usually 
. start his song if he hears, say, the 
frizzling of a frying pan. 
We utilize 
special devices to tempt the shy sing­ 
er, who is, perhaps, rendered the more 
bashful by finding himself in novel 
surroundings. 
For this purpose we 
employ 
whistles 
and song organs, 
which artificially reproduce the “tours” 
of the roller. 
This latter method is 
found to be irresistible when all other 
plans have failed. 
The bird feels ap­ 
parently that he is being challenged, 
and forthwith responds to the chal­ 
lenge by pouring forth the best of his 
song.—London Post.

A surprising feature of the Chicago 
Tribune’s compilation of criminal sta­ 
tistics this year is the great increase 
which it shows in murders committed 
by highwaymen. 
While the total of 
deaths by violence 
increased 
from 
8,484 in 1904 to 9,212 in 19U5, or by 
less than one-tenth, the murders of 
this class went up from 464 to 58*2, 
which is an increase of 
practically 
one-fourth. It is a phenomenon which, 
on its faco, is rather hard to account 
for. Other things 'being equal, crimes 
of this sort ought, seemingly, to de­ 
crease with every increase of popu­ 
lation. At the same time, as has -been 
shown by enumeration this year, the 
net increase of population has been 
accompanied in many of our States 
by an actual loss of population over 
large tracts of country. 
Thus the 
area of sparse population, and there­ 
fore of favorable opportunities for the 
“road agent/’ is growing larger. That; 
this alone would «account for such an 
increase as the statistics show is 
hardly possible, however, especially

Wo 
suppose that not oue in a thousand of 
the young people who greet with avid­ 
ity the new songs of this day ever 
heard of “Touch the Harp Gently, My 
Pretty Louise,” and yet it had a sale 
in this country of more than 4,000.000 
copies, to say nothing of its immense 
popularity in England. 
That must 
have been thirty or forty years ago. 
Mr. Mitchell wrote “Sadie Ray” for a 
popular minstrel performer, and it was 
sung and whistled and tum-tummed 
on pianos in every nook and corner of 
this country. 
Most of the copies long 
since went into the ash barrels, and 
the rest are in the attics. Look at the 
titles of some of Mr. Mitchell’s most 
popular songs: “Dear Sunny Days of 
the Past,” “Dance Me, Papa, on Your 
Knee,” “Amber Tresses Til'd in Blue,” 
“The Lane That Led to School.” “My 
Love 
Sleeps 
Under 
the 
Daisies,” 
“Speak to Me Kindly,” “Little Bright 
Eyes at the Window,” “Maggie With 
the Soft Brown Hair,” “Our Comrades 
’Neath the Sod.” “The Sunny Smile of 
My Darling,” “Sleeping in Death’s 
Camping Ground,” “We Deck Their 
Graves Alike To-day,” “When My Love 
Comes Home to Me,” “Put My Little 
Shoes Away.” There are persons who 
recall them, but for the most part their 
singing days are over, and ragtime is 
more to the taste of the younger gen­ 
eration. 
Mr. Mitchell’s verses* were 
largely of the saccharine type that was 
affected by the tenor soloist of the ne­ 
gro minstrel company, the ehorouses

A reel will make an excellent stop 


to prevent the door from opening too 
far and banging the furniture.

injuring the varnish of the door, and 
scr^w it firmly to the flooring in the 
uosition required.

Good Laundry Advice, 


Great care must be attached to the 


washing of muslin to keep the col- 
ors from fading. 
For washing a 


muslin dress or colored garment pre- 
pare a basin of warm water (not 
hot) 
and have more ready for rins- 


ins. 
Add to it dissolved soap to 


make a good lather with the hand- 
Shake the garment to be washed 
to remove the loose dirt, then place 
it in the soapy water, and squeeze 
and knead it with the hand. Rubbing 
must be avoided. Now rinse it thor- 
oughly in two basins of warm water 
and a third rinsing of cold water. 
If 


the colors are faded put one u.ble. 
spoonful of vinegar in the cold rins- 
ing water, or. inclined to run. salt 
may be used.

THE IDEAL "BEE WOMAN." 


How She Would 
Manage 
Her Colo- 
nics of Busy Workers—Her 
Attributes. 


"In this day, when so many doors 
are opening to women, I am surprised 
that so few adopt beekeeping as 
a 
means of support," says a woman bee- 
keeper. 
"A *bee woman' who would 
succeed must have lots of energy and 
push, and, above all, must not be eas- 
ily discouraged. 
She must be willing 
to worlc hard, and 
often 
early and 
late during i)art of the year. 
Further- 
more, she must have come under the 
fascinating spell which the 'busy bee' 
seems to have such power to throw 
over those who seek to know her mys- 
teries. 


"As beekeeper she must have a good 
degree of health ad vigor, especially 
if she works without an assistant, be- 
cause there is of necessity much lift- 
ing, and often many hours upon the 
feet. 
Yet it Is surprising how much 
bard work one can endure in the open 
air when one's interest Is thoroughly 
enlisted. 
There is probably no more 
healthful 
occupation, 
and for those 
broken in health from mental 
over- 
work or close confinement indoors the 
business is ideal. 


"It is not necessary that a woman 
should have no I'ear of bees on the 
start in order to become a successful 
apiarist. 
Such fear, 'of course, must 
be overcome rapidly or prove an In- 
convenient obstacle; 
but 
experience 
shows that acquaintance rarely fails 
to establish relationships of the most 
pleasant character between the busy 
little honey makers and their owners. 
To be sure, there are the stings, and 
one must make up her mind to re- 
ceive them occasionally as gracefully 
as possible. 
Fortunately the human 
system soon becomes immune to the 
iwlson, and beyond a momentary un- 
pleasantness the beekeeper takes lit- 
tle notice of the matter. Occasionally 
a person fails to win Immunity from 
suffering, and even finds It dangerous 
to risk being stung. 
Such 
persons 
should 
give up all thought of 
bee- 
keeping. 


"The ideal bee woman will be will- 
ing to go slowly—very slowly—at 
first. 
The tendency Is to want to rush things 
and begin with a large number of colo- 
nies when one knows nothing what- 
ever about the 
business. 
Two 
or 
three colonies are enough at 
first. 
If 
she succeeds with these, she can eas- 
ily Increase the number, and if she 
fails, her loss wiH be great 
enough. 
It Is safe advice to urge the beginner 
to keep out of debt as nearly as possi- 
ble. 
After the 
first 
Investment 
for 
two or three colonies it is better to 
make the apiary pay its way as nearly 
as possible. 


"From the nature of things—the va 
rlableness of the season, the varied 
honey 
flow, 
etc.—beekeeping 
always 
must bo "an uncertain business, and, 
therefore, It is not well to depend en- 
tirely upon it for a living. 
A 
good 
way Is to combine poultry raising and 
fruitgrowing. with 
it. 
Women 
are 
adepts in both of these lines, and a 
few stands of bees will add materially 
to the income and not demand 
too 
large a part of one's time. 
Then if the 
season is poor, more attention oan bo 
given to poultry and less to bees, and 
vice versa. 


"The profits from beekeeping neces- 
sarily vary Ihrgely, 
Much 
depends 
upon the knack of the beekeeper in 
being able to get her colonies 
into 
prime working order just at tlie right 
time, and so manage her business as 
to keep expenses down and to market 
her honey 
advantageously. 
lu 
Salt 
River, Ariz., where conditions in many 
respects are favorable, it is common 
to hear experienced beekeepers claim 
an average annual net income of | 3 
and even 
a colony. 


"I should urge one 
contemplating 
bee-keeping to invest in one or more 
good textbooks upon the subject and 
subscribe to at least one reliable bee 
journal. 
If this investment Is made 
for six months before the purchase of 
the first bees and the intervening time 
is faithfully spent |u study, »0 much 
the better."

Great care must be attached to the 
washing of muslin to keep the col-

fading.

ing. 
Add to it 
dissolved 
soap 
to 
make a good lather with the hand.

Rubbing 
must be avoided. Now rinse it thor- 
oughly in two basins of warm water 
and a third rinsing of cold water.

dir'ectfng his steps toward a barnyard, 
perhaps t<^gpt a

choice inorseT for the 
baby foxos at 
home. 
The sight of the 
tiavelers 
made him pause. 
He did not 
run 
away, but looked the men over, after 
which he leisurely turned and nitraced 
his steps. 
Opportunity brought In his 
path a full-grown woodchuck, which, 
as t-very farmer's boy and every farm- 
brerl Oog knows, is a sayac;e flghti^r 
when cornered, equipped as he is with 
sharp, long teeth capable of making 
a deep woimd. 


To the surprise of Dr. NesbiL and 
Mr. Reickert, the fox circled around 
the woodchuck. which 
was

that lie meant to attack him. 
The

instantly 
took up the gage of battle and turned

Reynard saw his opportunity after 
civcling twice around the woodchuclc, 
and flashed in with a top hold 
that 
caught the woodchuck unawares. 
He 
shook him vigorously and 
retreated 
before the woodchuck

get

grip. 
In anger the woodchuck is a 
cnlck moving animal, but the mocions 
of the fox were so lightnlngUke that 
he nt^ver had a chance, 


A second time the fox dashed at his 
prey and this time he punished him 
severely. 
Again he dropped him in 
time to save himself from a clinch. 
The woodchuck was groggy, but still 
full of fight. 
The fox rushed at him 
the third time and seizing him by the 
neck shook him till his form lay limp 
and lifeless. 
Then he picked him up 
and ambled off over the crest of the 
hill and out of sight. 


Nobody in this region recalls ever 
having seen a fox kill a woodchuck, so 
the battle was decidedly a novel and 
interesting incident.

The future Nebraskan was then en- 
listed in the Second Bavarian Regi- 
ment.

back to the guardhouse within the 
German lines.

THE IDEAL “BEE WOMAN.” 


How She Would Manage Her Colo­ 
nies of Busy Workers— Her 
Attributes. 


“In this day, when so many doors 
are opening to women, I am surprised 
that so few adopt beekeeping as a 
means of support,” says a woman bee­ 
keeper. 
“A ‘bee woman’ who would 
succeed must have lots of energy and 
push, and, above all, must not be eas­ 
ily discouraged. 
She must be willing 
to work hard, and 
often 
early and 
late during part of the year. 
Further­ 
more, she must have come under the 
fascinating spell which the ‘busy bee’ 
seems to have such power to throw 
over those who seek to know her mys­ 
teries. 
• 


“As beekeeper she must have a good 
degree of health ad vigor, especially 
if she works without an assistant, be­ 
cause there is of necessity much iift- 
ing, and often many hours upon the 
feet. 
Yet it is surprising how much 
hard work one can endure in the open 
air when one’s interest is thoroughly 
enlisted. 
There is probably no more 
healthful 
occupation, 
and for those 
broken in health from mental over­ 
work or close confinement indoors the 
business is ideal. 


“It is not necessary that a woman 
should have no fear of bees on the 
start in order to become a successful 
apiarist. 
Such fear, ‘of course, must 
be overcome rapidly or prove an in­ 
convenient obstacle; 
but experience 
shows that acquaintance rarely fails 
to establish relationships of the most 
pleasant character between the busy 
little honey makers and their owners. 
To be sure, there are the stings, and 
one must make up her mind to re­ 
ceive them occasionally as gracefully 
as possible. 
Fortunately the human 
system soon becomes immune to the 
poison, and beyond a momentary un­ 
pleasantness the beekeeper takes lit­ 
tle notice of the matter. Occasionally 
a person fails to win immunity from 
suffering, and even finds it dangerous 
to risk being stung. 
Such 
persons 
should give up all thought of bee­ 
keeping. 


“The ideal bee woman will be will­ 
ing to go slowly—very slowly—at first. 
Tho tendency is to want to rush things 
and begin with a large number of colo­ 
nies when one knows nothing what­ 
ever about the 
business. 
Two 
or 
three colonies are enough at first. 
If 
she succeeds with these, she can eas­ 
ily increase the number, and if she 
fails, her loss will be great enough. 
It is safe advice to urge the beginner 
to keep out of debt as nearly as possi­ 
ble. 
After the first investment for 
two or three colonies it is better to 
make the apiary pay its wray as nearly 
as possible. 


“From the nature of things—the va­ 
riableness of the season, the varied 
honey flow, etc.—beekeeping always 
must be*an uncertain business, and, 
therefore, it is not well to depend en­ 
tirely upon it for a living. 
A 
good 
way is to combine poultry raising and 
fruitgrowing, with 
it. 
Women 
are 
adepts in both of these lines, and a 
few stands of bees will add materially 
to the income and not demand too 
large a part of one’s time. 
Then if the 
season is poor, more attention oan bo 
given to poultry and less to bees, and 
vice versa. 


“The profits from beekeeping neces­ 
sarily vary largely, 
Much depends 
upon the knack of the beekeeper in 
being able to get her colonies into 
prime working order just at the right 
time, and so manage her business as 
to keep expenses down and to market 
her honey advantageously. 
Iu 
Salt 
River, Ariz., where conditions in many 
respects are favorable, it is common 
to hear experienced beekeepers claim 
an average annual net income of $3 
and even H a colony. 


“I should urge one contemplating 
bee-keeping to invest in one or more 
good textbooks upon the subject and 
subscribe to at least one reliable bee 
journal.

This will be prevented if you force 
on each nail one of your empty reels; 
nothing could make a more useful 
peg. 


A reel will make an excellent stop 
to prevent the door from opening too 
far and banging the furniture. 
Cover 
the reel with thick cloth, to prevent its 
injuring the varnish of the door, and 
screw it firmly to the flooring in the 
oosition required. 


Often enough one finds the door of 
a cupboard provided with no better 
means of opening than a keyhole. 
You can make an effective knob by 
screwing on another of those ever- 
useful reels.—New York Journal. 


Good Laundry Advice,. 


Great care must be attached to the 
washing of muslin to keep the col­ 
ors from fading. 
For washing a 
muslin dress or colored garment pre- 
nare a basin of warm water (not 
* 
hot) and have more ready for rins­ 
ing. 
Add to it dissolved soap to 
make a good lather with the hand. 
Shake the garment to be washed 
to remove the loose dirt, then place 
it in the soapy water, and squeeze 
and knead it with the hand. Rubbing 
must be avoided. Now rinse it thor­ 
oughly in two basins of warm water 
and a third rinsing of cold water. 
If 
the colors are faded put one table­ 
spoonful of vinegar in the cold rins­ 
ing water, or, inclined to run, salt 
may be used. 
White cambrics should 
be passed through blue water. Alum 
water may be used for rinsing cur­ 
tains 
and muslin 
hangings.—New 
York Journal. 


Recipes. 


Finger Puffs.—Mash four potatoes, 
add one tablespoon butter, salt and 
pepper. 
When cool add egg and beat 
well. 
With floured hands mould into 
finger 
rolls and fry in deep hot fat. 


A Breakfast Dish.—Take some slic­ 
es of bread, cutting off crust. 
Make 
a batter of three eggs and one pint of 
milk. 
Dip the bread in it; put some 
butter in the frying pan, fry the slices 
of bread until brown. 


Devilled 
Almonds.—Blanch 
and 
shred two ounces almonds, brown in 
just enough butter to prevent burning, 
mix 2 tablespoons chopped pickles, 1 
tablespoon each 
of 
Chutney 
and 
sauce, 1-4 teaspoon of salt and a few 
grains of cayenne, add to the nuts 
and serve when heated through. 


Breakfast Muffins.—Take one pint 
of sour milk, one tablespoonful of 
melted lard, one teaspoonful of soad, 
one teasponful of baking powder and 
one half teaspoonful of salt. 
Mix 
thoroughly and stir in enough flour 
to make a thick batter. 
Bake in muf­ 
fin pans in a hot oven and they will 
be light and fluff$. 


Baked Bananas.—Put one cupful of 
Bugar and the juice of one-lialf a lem­ 
on into a saucepan; cook slowly; add 
a small piece of butter. When it be­ 
gins to thicken peel six bananas, lay 
them in a baking dish and pour over 
the syrup. Bake in a moderate oven 
until the bananas and syrup are a 
golden brown. 
Serve hot. 


Barbecued Ham.—Soak thin slices 
of ham one hour in lukewarm water, 
drain, wipe and cook in hot frying- 
pan until slightly browned. 
Remove 
to serving disli and add to fat in pan 
3 tablespoons vinegar mixed with 1 1-2 
teaspoons mustard, 1-2 teaspoon sugar 
and 1-S teaspoon pepper. 
When thor­ 
oughly heated pour over ham and 
serve at once.

The two fishermen were driving up 
Van Benschoten’s Hill on tho road to 
Pouighk,oepsie when they got their 
first glimpse of Reynard. 
He was ou 
(he hilj slope 200 yards away ancf was 
directing his steps toward a barnyard, 
perhaps to get a fowl to provide a 
choice morsef for the* baby foxes at 
home. 
The sight of the tiavelers 
made him pause. 
He did not run 
away, but looked the men over, alter 
which he leisurely turned and retraced 
his steps. 
Opportunity brought in his 
path a full-grown woodchuck, which, 
as every farmer’s boy and every farm- 
bred dog knows, is a sayase fighter 
when cornered, equipped as he is with 
sharp, long teeth capable of making 
a deep wound. 


To the surprise of Dr. Nesbit and 
Mr. Reickert, the fox circled around 
the woodchuck, which 
was 
a 
sign 
that lie meant to attack him. 
The 
two men stopped 
their 
horse 
and 
watched the combat which followed, 
in plain sight of where they oat in the 
wagon. 
The 
woodchuck 
instantly 
took up the gage of battle and turned 
in his tracks, alert and watchful, to 
meet and repel Reynard’s expected 
rush. 


“That fox will meet his Waterloo,” 
suggested Dr. Nesbit. 


“Never heard of 
one tackling a 
woodchuck before,” replied Mr Reick­ 
ert, “but let's wait and see how’ it 
erds.” 


Reynard saw his opportunity after 
circling twice around the woodchuck, 
and flashed in with a top hold 
that 
caught the woodchuck unawares. 
He 
shook him vigorously and retreated

A large quantity 
goes to China, India 
and Australia,

to England, 
the Continent and the United States. 
Exports of cigars amount to nearly 
$1,000,000 a year. The islands' com 
sumption is probably larger. Cigarette« 
are largely made, but only $71,632 
worth were exported 
last year. 
In 
1900 $1,767,365 of raw and *1,075 
of manufactured tobacco were export* 
ed. 
Half to three-fourths of thu ma/ 
tobacco exported goes to Spain.

LIFE FOR A LIFE. 


Sixteen of the great battles of the 
Franco-Prussian War are indelibly 
imprinted upon the mind of a Lin­ 
coln man, Henry Bickert. 
Although 
Mr. Bickert was an early settler of 
Nebraska and obtained a homestead 
near Lincoln in 1870, he was a light 
armed German infantryman. 
He lost 
a finger at Metz and it was in the 
skirmishing just before the bloody 
battle of Sedan that an incident oc­ 
curred 
that Mr. 
Bickert declares 
stands out more clearly than any 
other one thing in his soldier life. 


The future Nebraskan was then en­ 
listed in the Second Bavarian Regi­ 
ment. 
His company had captured a 
imall party of deploying French and 
Mr. 
Bickert and a comrade were 
placed in ch’arge of several of the 
prisoners anrl ordered to take them 
back to the guardhouse within the 
German lines. 
The squad was plod­ 
ding wearily along, all more or less 
depressed, 
when a dashing 
North 
German 
cavalryman 
galloped 
up. 
The horseman charged straight for 
the little gioup and, with a harsh 
laugh and ugly oaths and insults, 
swung his sabre over his head and 
aimed it straight for the head of one 
of the French prisoners, 
Mr. Bick- 
ert's South German temper rose at 
the sight and, regardless of the con­ 
sequences of rebelling against a su­ 
perior* officer, he warded off the sabro 
with his musket, knocked the caval- 
man from his horse and gave him a 
sound thrashing. 
He never learned 
how it was that this breach of disci­ 
pline never came to headquarters. 
Perhaps the cavalryman 
wa3 too 
ashamed to report it, for he climbetj 
to his saddle wi».h a hangdog expres­ 
sion on his face and rode off without 
a word. 


That evening the French prisoners 
were released on parole. 
The next 
day the German detachment with 
which Mr. Bickert was marching fell 
into the hands of a large French 
party. 
Somehow the rumor spread 
among the prisoners that they were 
to be shot. Such action was contrary 
te all military ethics, but Mr. Bickert 
says that be can feel yet the unpleas­ 


ant chills that coursed up and dowm 
his spinal column at the news. Pres­ 
ently the prisoners Were halted and 
an officer rode along followed by an 
orderly, who stopped to inspect the 
group carefully. 
Suddenly the or­ 
derly gave a start, hurried to the of­ 
ficer, and whispered something in his 
ear. 
immediately the officer rode 
back to Mr. Bickert and addressing 
him in perfect German said: "You 
may go back to your lines.” 


Amazed, but with alacrity, the Ger­ 
man soldier started, but as he did so 
he caught another glimpse of the or­ 
derly and recognized him as the pris­ 
oner whose life ho had saved the day 
before. 


"I have never seen that French­ 
man since,” says Mr. Bickert, “but 
I’d give a good deal to see him no^v 
and talk over those days with him. 
I have respected him ever since and 
have often Avondered how he fared 
during the war. 
I have always re­ 
membered the look on his face soon 
after I got through with that German 
cavalryman. 
I knew nd French and 
he knew no German, but we under­ 
stood each other in that moment just 
as well as if we could talk perfect^/’ 
-—Correspondent Omaha World-Her- 
alcL

A happy thought struck me, 
and picking up a chalky stone, I ad­ 
vanced to a large, iron bark tree and 
drew a picture of their ugly figure­ 
heads on it. 
They were as pleased 
as a child with a new toy and danced 
with delight.
